Sands said there has been no 
feedback to his offer from city 
police of administration because 
the cancelled concert has not been 
rescheduled 


“There isn't any concert to dis- 
cuss at the moment,” Sands 
pointed out. He saw no difficulty in 
getting poiice administrators to 
meet with him once a date is set.

An academic retreat scheduled 
for later in the semester was the 
first item mentioned. Student body 
presidents, university presidents, 
facuity senate chairs, trustees, and 
selected members of the 
Chancellor's office were invited to 
attend the retreat, which will 
feature much of the same as yester- 
day's meeting. 

Grading systems at the various 
state universities were also 
debated. Adams called for a sum- 
mary of each school’s grading 
policies from the representatives. 

Presidential selection on the 
college campuses was the third 
topic of discussion. The policy 
manual on presidential selection 
was reviewed. but further 
recommendations and discussion

Donaldson called for the legislative 
investigation into future presiden- 
tual selections. 

Among the topics discussed in 


the afternoon were challenge ex- , 


aminations in Humanities, Natural 
Sciences, and Social Sciences. It 
was generally agreed that the ex- 
aminations should be reviewd by 
the respective departments before 
all universities in the system award 
six units of credit for each of these 
tests. The Chancellor's Rainbow 
Committee on Systemwide Policy 
for Credit by Examination has 
recommended that the universities 
do so without reviewing the ex- 
aminations. It was also suggested 
that there be a statewide review 
body, so that the Chancellor's of- 
fice does not have full control

By January. 1975 you may be 
able to move your marijuana trom 
its little nobody-will-ever-tind-it- 
here stash place to the bowl on 
your coffee table without having to 
fear that fateful knock onthe door 
If the new marijuana initiative ts 
passed, it will allow an individual 
to smoke pot in the privacy of 
his her own home 

Last year Proposition 19. the 
Califorma Maryuana Initiative 
(CMI) was defeated. It seems the 
sweeping range of that proposition 
was too broad for most voters. The 
main reasons for deleat were fear 
of where manjuana would be 
allowed. and no 
keeping cultivation from public 
aceess. People about 
smokers driving while using. or 
smoking tn public 

The new initiative relies heavily 
on the right to 
privacy. Anyone should be allowed 
to do anything he she desires. 
provided it doesn’t harm others 
and it is done in the privacy ot his- 

her own home 

A statewide conference began 
this initiative in Santa Barbara on 
Sept. 28. This drive is a decen- 
tralized coalition consisting of 
Northern Calif: Bay Area: Central 
Valley: Central and 
Southern Calif. These areas want 
to muster at 5-6 hundred 
thousand signitures to show good 
public support. In order to be listed 
on the ballot. they must have 
326,000 valid signatures on 
petitions by Dec. 20, 1973 

The wording for 1974 is: 

|. No person in the state of 
California, 18 years of age or older.
